May it please Your Excellency, 

Ihad tie honour of submitting on the 17th ultimo, a Return ofthe 
acreage under Flax in 1867 and 1868, by Counties and Provinces, 
also of the number of Scutching Mills in 1867. I now beg to sub- 
mit General Abstracts of the extent of Land under the various 
Crops, and of the number and description of Live Stock. 

The Emigration from Ireland during the first seven months of 
1867 and 1868 is also given. 

The collection of the Statistics commenced on the 1st of June, 
by nearly 4,000 Enumerators, selected from the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and Metropolitan Police, who discharged the duty in 
their usual efficient manner. They visited upwards of 600,000 
separate holdings. The names of the parties from whom the parti- 
culars were obtained are stated on the Returns. _ 

The Abstracts are compiled from summaries made by the 
Enumerators, and may differ slightly from the revised figures 
hereafter to be published ; but I do not apprehend that any change 
of importance will be necessary.

Making a Net Increase in the area under all Crops of 87,633 

It appears from the foregoing summaries, that compared with 
1867 wheat, increased hy 25,756 acres, oats by 39,408, barley by 
15,199, and here and rye by 304 acres. Beans and pease de- 
creased by 3,583 acres. Potatoes increased by 33,072 acres, 
mangel and beet root by 270, cabbage by 8,753, and carrots, 
parsnips, and other green crops by 1,102 acres. Meadow and 
clover increased by 33,402 acres. The crops which decreased in 
area in 1868 were turnips by 15,662 acres, vetches and rape by 
3,638, and flax by 40,811 acres. — the net increase in the acreage 
under crops in 1868 being 87,633 acres.

The Emigration during the first seven months of 1867 and 1 868 Emigration, 
is given at page 120. According to the Returns collected by enu- 
merators at the several ports of Ireland, 42,607 persons left the 
country this year up to the 31st of July, of whom 7,122 were from 
the Province of Leinster, 12,416 from Munster, 9,174 from Ulster, 

6,927 from Connaught. In the case of 6,968 persons, the locality 
fi’om which they came could not be satisfactorily ascertained. 

Labourers' Dwellings. 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, it may not he out Laborers’ 
of place to call attention to the great importance of improving the ' vs 
Dwellings of the Labouring Classes. The Legislature has enabled 
the Treasury, through the medium of the Board of Public Works, 
to grant loans for this most desirable purpose; and it is one of 
the “ primary objects” of the Royal Agricultural Society of Ire- 
land 1 1 To promote improvement in the dwellings and domestic 
condition of the agricultural population ; and several ladies have 
honoured the Society by becoming “Associates” for this special 
object. It is satisfactory to observe that many landed pro- 
prietors throughout the country have erected improved dwellings, _ 
suitable to the wants of the agricultural labourer. The number of 
“fourth-class houses” at the period of the Census in 1861 was 
89,374; and when it is considered that these were chiefly built of 
nmd, and consisted of only one room for all the members of the 
family, of every age and sex, the necessity for the improvement of 
such dwellings is apparent. 


I hen again to express my respectful acknowledgments to the 
Landed Proprietors, Tenant 'Farmers, the Clergy of all denomina- 
tions, and to the Public Press, for their invaluable aid with reference 
to the collection of these Statistics.
